“Well, I’ve wrote some more heart- 
less stuff, but I’m in a heartless mood 
tonight,” was a significant paragraph 
in Mrs. Hegarty’s letter, which covered 
rine pages. “I can’t love you as once 
I did, it’s against nature, but God 
knows, I wouldn’t hurt you for the 
world.”’ 

The first portion of the letter was 
taken up with discussion of money 
matters. The. husband had evidently 
not sent Mrs. Hegarty the last check 
which she hag expected. 

“I peed new clothes, suit, gloves, and 
the doctor says I must have warm 
underclothes, too. I almost freeze in 
my room every morning, and you know 
I can’t wear my coat in the house. You 
know I have not had any new clothes 
Since I wds married. You need a new 
suit, too, poor boy.” 

Another paragraph referes to Hegarty’s 
lonesomeness here and his evident long- 
ing for his wife, who is touched Ly 
his feeling. 

Would Have Comforted Him. 


“God knows I wish I had been there 
in that room with you, when you were 
feeling so lonesome,” she wrote. ‘‘May- 
be I could have cheered you up.” 

“I would like to spend Christmas 
with your mother in Atlanta. This is 
the last Christmas until you will be 
free,’ she remarked, elsewhere, but the 
idea of a divorce is scouted by the aged 
parents of the dead man. 

“My son was always steady, a hard 
worker. He did more than he was able, 
and he never stayed away at night,” 
said Mr. and Mrs. Hegarty Sunday aft- 
ernoon. “He had no reason to be at 
any hotel unless he was taken there. 
He was soft that way, and easy with 
his money. He and his wife got along 
fine and thought a lot of each other.” 

Hegarty has lived in Rome until 
about six weeks ago, when he came to 
Atlanta to get a change of business. He 
left his wife, Mrs. Otho Hegarty, there 
at 621 Broad street, presumably to 
cume here later. She has two little 
girls by a former marriage, One of 
Whom has been sick. 

Besides his wife the deceased is sur. 
vived by his father and mother. two 
brothers and a sister living in Atlanta, 
one brother in Philadelphia, and an- 
vther in Ireland, where he himself was 
born. The funeral services have not 
been arranged, but will be hela from

Most 
of the trains leaving the capital are 
drawn by two engines, so heavily are 
they loaded, the people sitting on top 
of their household belongings. Offi- 
cials are seeking asylum for. their 
wives and children among the for- 
eigners, 

Prior to the revolution the 
pers frequently cried out against the 
presence of foreign soldiers, but the 
natives now are. fleeing to them for 
shelter, One report fixes tomorrow 
night for an outbreak, but pres- 
ence of 15,000 Manchu troops against 
3,000 Chinese ensures the safety of the 
capital for the present, 

Race Feeling Bitter. 

The only danger seems to be from a 
sudden attack against the throne or 
against the officials,g@which might pre- 
cipitate the threatened massacre by 
the Manchus. Race feeling is becom- 
ing intensified, 

The price of provisions still is rising 
and a large number of foreigners are 
preparing for emergéncies. The Amer- 
icans have sandbags piled on the cor- 
ner wall, which is now under a strong 
guard, Picturesque movements of the 
Manchu troops through the city gates 
occur Silently after nightfall to pre- 
vent excitement among the population. 

Rumors are current that the em- 
peror has been spirited away, and that 
Prince Ching, who is ‘too old for 
flight, has committed suicide, 
are many such stories, They 
may not be true, 

Moving American Women. 

The American legation has issued 
orders that the women and children 
living along the Pekin-Hankow rail- 
way and also in the country to the 
west of the line shall proceed as soon 
as possible to the coast. 

The American consul general at 
Hankow, Roger 8S. Greene, reports that 
an American, A. H. Kepler, has been 
wounded in the fighting around that 
city. 

Consular reports from Nanking are 
pessimistic. The new troops fear an 
attack by the old troops, and are clam- 
oring for ammunition, which the vice- 
roy refuses to give them. 

They were ordered to leave the city, 
but declined. 

Six thousand men of the twentieth 
division at Lan Chau have refused to 
entrain for Hankow. Instead they sent 
a memorial to Pekin asking for the 
immediate granting of a constitution. 

The loan scheme, whereby China 
hopes to raise many million dollars 
through a Belgium and French syndi- 
cate, is considered dangerous in some 
quarters. The national assembly is 
likely to oppose & fiercely, while for- 
eign assistance for the government is 
likely to arouse among the rebels an

ing a period of five weeks, John T. 
Anglin, of El Paso, Tex., formerly of 
Atlanta, declared that he would im- 
mediately institute suit against W. R. 
Jester, of Atlanta, for damages in 
the sum of $25,000, on the ground of 
alienating Mrs. Anglin’s affections. 

“I have evidence to prove that my 
wife left my home in El] Paso and 
joined Jester in San Francisco, and 
that they then traveled trom frisco 
to New Orleans in a Pullman section, 
reserved as man and wife under as- 
sumed names,” declared Anglin. Ile 
added: “I can also prove that they 
Stopped at the same hotel in Los An- 
geles and in New Orleans, and that af- 


| ter my wife reached Macon three weeks 


ago, Jester came down from Atlanta 
in his automobile to see her, visiting 
her in that manner on October 14 and 
21, and that he stopped at the same 
boarding house with her, at 151 bBec- 
Ond street, Macon, Saturday.

The tragedy follows a series of sen- 
sationa! occurrences here about six 
weeks ago, when James shot Seymour 
Kuhn, of Fairmont, W. Va., a fellow 
railroader, whom he alleged he had 
found with his wife at the James home, 
Kuhn’s injury was slight. James 
brought suit for divorce and Mrs.

two days later of her husband and 
George Mitter, of Grafton, W. Va, an 
express messenger, on the charge of 
conspiracy to defraud the United States 
Express Company. 
Embittered Against Wife. 

James was to have received a pre- 
liminary hearing next Tuesday on the 
conspiracy charge. It is said that he 
worried greatly over the matter and 
was much embittered against his wife 
and her family. It is alleged that he 
threatened that he would kill the 
while Pritchard tribe, and the shoot- 
ing today was an apparent effort to 
fulfill his threat. 

James quietly forced 
the Pritchard home at 
2 o’clock this morning. Going to the 
second floor, he entered the room 0Oc- 
cupied by his wife, young daughter 
and his mother-in-law. Without words 
he began firing. The were di- 
rected at the two women. One bullet 
struck Mrs. Pritchard in the arm and 
another hit Mrs. James in the hip. 

Killed Father-in-Law in Bed. 

James then stepped into the next 
bedroom and saw his father-in-law ris- 
ing from his bed. He fired directly 
into Mr. Pritchard's face. The ball 
passed through the mouth, killing him 
instantly. Returning to the other room 
James found his wife gone, but his 
mother-in-law was still there. Twice 
more he shot her, the bullets lodging 
in her ieft foot and right arm. 

James then went in pursuit o¢ hia 
wife. An open rear door indicated the 
direction she had taken, and he came 
upon her a short distance from the 
house. He had two revolvers and pul!- 
ed the triggers of each in an attempt 
to kill her. The cylinders were emp- 
ty. Placing the revolvers in his 
pocket, he caught her by the throat 
and choked her. 

Kicked Her as Child (Cries.

General Wickersham

New York, October 2%,.—Attorney 
General Wickersham tomorrow will file 
in the circuit court of the United States 
for the southern district of New York, 
the answer of the government to the 
plan of reorganization and dissolution 
of the tobacco trust, submitted to the 
court in complHlance with the order 
of the supreme court of the United 
States by the American Tobacco Com- 
pany and other defendants to the gov- 
ernment’s anti-trust suit. 

Thus far the attorney general has 
not made public what is the govern- 
ment’s attitude toward the proposed 
reorganization plan. Mr. Wickersham 
reached New York from Washington 
this evening, and was in conference up 
to midnight with James W. McReye 
nolds, special prosecutor for the gov- 
ernment in the tobacco trust case, who 
arrived here at a late hour with @ 
force of assistants. 

The court will begin hearings of the 
parties defendant to the suit as di- 
rected by the supreme court in the or- 
der remanding the cause to the cir- 
cuit court for the purpose of determin- 
ing upon some plan of dissolving the 
combination found to, exist.

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ANNA HELD’S OWN STORY 
OF HER RISE TO FORTUNE 


Anna Held, accompanied by § her 
chorus of chorus beauties—and they 
really are beautiful—arrived in Atlan-

It seemed to serve 
no other purpose than to enable me 
to stav about in the kitchen and taste 
all the good things, and learn how 
they were made. The lessons were ex- 
cellent, as Ll am still a capable house- 
keeper, and I now very frequently pre- 
pare and serve our meals. 


Restaurant Not a Success. 


“The little restaurant, however, was 
a success My father grew sicker 
sicker, and we grew poorer and 
poorer Circumstances forced me to 
look for work. I earned my first few 
ranes by cleaning and curling feath- 
ers. I went to the Latin Quarter after 
school, wot the plumes and took them 
home, and at night mother and I curled 
them. In the morning I delivered them 
and hurried off to school. For us it 
was a tragedy when I was Kept after 
school. and that happened more and 
more as we grew poorer, and my body 
was less and less well nourished, and 
it was more and more difficult to 
study After the plumes came button- 
holes I went to a shop to make them.

Civilization has changed, broadened, grown more tolerant and 
at the same time more cruel and complicated. It has widened the 
avenues opened to women, created new ones, and today it cheer- 
fully concedes that the woman has come to stay in business and the 
professions. ) 

But none of its exigencies, actual or fancied, can thwart na- 
ture or throttle the instinct that insures the perpetuation of the race 
and the preservation of the home, the unit of the race. It would be as 
sensible to make a man’s employment contingent upon non-mar 
riage as that of a woman. And if such a regulation became. uni- 
versal, what would become of society? The question answers itself. 

It is, undeniably, a hardship upon employers to train up skilled 
workers and then lose them. But it is to be doubted if the drain 
jrom this source is heavier than from among the men drilled to 
efficiency in one establishment and taken from it by another. The 
spectacle is one of the inevitable chances of business, and must be 
borne serenely. 

So far as women are concerned—they are unlikely, as a sex, 
to have their independence abridged by any measure as drastic as 
that proposed in New York. As for the men—it is in tolerable ev- 
idence that a large percentage of them view a previous education 
in business as a desirable quality in a wife. So that both sides, 
by and large, are apt to be well satisfied with the prevailing status.

WHY NOT CONCENTRATE ON FARMS? 


Discussing the high cost of living and the present commercial 
outlook James J. Hill, “empire builder of the northwest,” declared 
that one factor was found in the fact that whereas a few years ago 
the man on the farm supported himself and one man in the city, 
now he was called upon to feed two men in the cities and fell a 
little short of doing it. 

While the parallel may be a trifle overdrawn it has sufficient 
truth to give additional emphasis to the “back to the land” move- 
ment. It is true that for the past decade and a half, particularly 


in the east and north, the trend has been steadily toward the de- 
velopment of industry at the expense of agriculture. 

The gaze of the nations has been centered on its cities. Each 
one of the cities in turn has plumed itself on the showing to be 
made in the census, with the furore for expansion and annexation 
ruling the program and the foreign visitor asked to admire the 
rate at which American municipalities attain mushroom propor- 
tions. 

Why not turn some of this mental and physical energy to the 
country? Why not let cities, state and nation begin to exercise in 
the development of the rural districts a degree of interest commen- 


surate to that taken in the spreading of city boundary lines, and 
the up-piling ot urban population? 

Good roads, rural free delivery, the telephone, the trolley and 
prospective parcels post make the country a good place to live in, 
‘evel many of the handicaps against which it formerly struggled as 
against the city.. With tH® passage of time these agencies will in- 
crease in influence, turning a greater volume of population to the 
rural districts and bringing more comforts and luxuries in their 
train. 

But the process could be accelerated if every man now boost- 
ing for a present or putative metropolis gave a portion of his pros- 
elvting ability to rousing interest in the country, to preaching the 
advantages of life in the country and the inducements of agriculture 


as a producer of steady income and robust health. 

By and large, we have become a nation obsessed with number 
of and size in cities. We are forgetting that the backbone of the 
city is the “hinterland,” if that term may be thus applied, of broad 
producing acres that feed urban millions and provide raw material 
for manufactures. 

It is time to re-apportion our enthusiasms, and especially for 
the state and federal government to concentrate their forces to the 
end of bringing the farm into the limelight equally with the city. 
We shall be called upon to deal with the problem of the high cost 
of living and of glut in city population, until we take effective co 
nizance of this fundamental principle.

PROF. HERING LECTURES 
ON CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 


Professor Hermann 8S. Hering, C. 5. 
B., a member of the board of lecture- 
| ship of mother church, ‘the First 
‘Church of Christ, Scientist, in Boston, 
; Mass., delivered an interesting lecture 
| on “Christian Science: The Science of 
| Salvation,” at the Lyric theater before 
a large audience Sunday afternoon. He 
was introduced by James L. Mayson. 
His lecture in part ts as follows: 


In considering the subject of “Chris- 
i tian Science: the Science of Salvation,” 
it is well to have a mutual under- 
standing as to the meaning of the 
terms. Science means exact, system- 
atized and demonstrable knowledge of 
facts, laws and causes, while accord- 
ing to Smith's Bible Dictionary, salva- 
tion means “deliverance from tempo- 
ral evils and earthly destruction;” in 
other words, deliverance from evil— 
from sin, disease-and death. Hence 
“The Science of Salvation” means in 
substance that demonstrable knowl- 
edge which affords deliverance from 
all evil. 

Salvation to be Worked Out. 

St. Paul admonishes us to work out 
our own salvation. This ssrciptural com- 
mand means far more than the com- 
mon belief that saivation is assured b 
simply having belief or faith in Jesus 
as the Son of God. Such saving faith 
is vitally necessary, but it is only the 
beginning of our salvation—its spirit- 
ual basis. 


Then must follow the working out 
of our deliverance from evil on this 


from the bondage of this world, from 
limitation, failure, disease, death. 

Working out our own salvation 
means to secure the mastery over the 
ills of this world, to destroy them 
by the demonstrable knowledge of 
God received through Christ Jesus, and 
to establish harmony, health, happi- 
ness in every-day life. 

Salvation Through Mind. 


In working out our salvation we 
must first see that salvation or deliv- 
erance from evil is a mental process, 
takes place in mind: that it is a trans- 
formation through Mind and is both 
ethical and philosophical. 

All will admit that evil is primarily 
mental; that evil aims and purposes, 
all misjudgment, hatred, envy, jeal- 
ousy, are mental, and that the correc- 
tion of these mental conditions must 
be mental, through education and ex- 
perience, the awakening and establish- 
ment of right thought. 

In “Retrospection and 
tion,”’ Mrs. Eddy says: 

“During twenty years prior to my 
discovery I had been trying to trace 
all physical effects to a mental cause; 
and in the latter part of 1866 1 gained 
the scientific certainty that all] causa- 
tion was Mind and every effect a men- 
tal phenomenon.” 

Regarding Material Causation. 

Christian Science teaches that mat- 
ter and material existence are phe- 
‘nomena of the mortal, material, finite 
‘mind, a concept of existence obtained 
‘through the physical senses, a misap- 
prehension of reality held by human 
‘consciousness when uninstructed by 
‘science, an appearance instead of an 
‘actuality. It is simply an imitation 
‘or counterfeit obtained from a finite, 
dimensional, mortal basis. 

Now it is not the appearance but 
/only the origin that has power, intelli- 
gence and substance. The manifesta- 
tion of growth, action or being in mat- 
|ter is but a material concept of spir- 
'itual facts.

What Is Mind? 


The ordinary human concept of mind 
is that which thinks, feels or wills, the 
intellect, or the activity of the gray 
matter called brain. Christian Science 
reveals the fact that m.nd is divine 
principle, the infinite life, truth, love, 
omnipotent, omniscient, omnipresent, 
the all-inclusive, eternal, unchanging, 
all-wise being, the only cause and cre- 
tor.

Healing Methods. 


The difference between the method 
of healing through mental suggestion, 
or hypnotism, and that of the divine
